© PRINCIPAL'S MESSAGE a 


At the close of a business year it is customary to take inventory and to figure out how 
the business has progressed during the year. This is a good idea for individuals and for schools. 


In our first year we have many achievements. The most important one, in my opinion, is 
the way in which students and staff members have co-operated in the face of many difficulties 
occasioned by the building situation. The unfinished state of the new building resulted in the 
school year commencing with part of the Grade XIs in the new building with the Grade XII 
students, and the balance of them in the Annex with the Grade X students. A shift of this latter 
group of Grade XI students was made to the new building when the Centre Wing was released. 


The “office” in September was partly in the corridor and partly in the Head Caretaker’s 
Room. In October the office moved into a classroom. In mid-January it was finally located in the 
Administration Wing. The lack of inter-communication system, and lack of automatic bells has 
created many inconveniences. In spite of these, MUD, crossing from wing to wing outdoors, and 
many other difficulties too numerous to mention, no teacher or student has complained about 
inconveniences. The morale of the entire school has been of a very high order, this can result only 
from good school spirit. To achieve this school spirit in the first year of a new school is a remarkable 
accomplishment. 


We have been given the finest senior high school building imaginable, but a building does 
not make a school. We have a staff of teachers which we feel to be second to none in the city, but 
a staff does not make a school. A school, like a business is judged by its product—in our case, the 
students. What are the students like in and around the school? What does the community think 
of our students? How do our students fare on examinations? How well do our students succeed 
at University or in employment, when they leave school? The answers to these questions will 
determine whether our school is successful or not, whether the shareholders (taxpayers) have a 
sound investment and whether the investors are getting a fair return on their money. The answers 
to these questions are determined by YOU, the students. 


If you will grant me the privilege of two wishes; First, I would wish that you who are leaving 
the school would work to the level of your abilities, and Second, I would wish that you who 
are returning to school would work just as hard to take advantage of the opportunities to obtain 
an education, as the members of the staff and others, do to provide you with these opportunities.

Among our fondest memories that we'll treasure 
in the years to come are those of our high school days. 
There are, of course, some unpleasant memories, such 
as homework, detentions and defeats that would best 
be forgotten. But on the other hand, someday we'll 
look back to dances, lits, football and basketball 
games and recall what a fun-filled time we spent 
in high school. 


It seems as if it were yesterday that we first 
stood and contemplated the big white building which 
housed that world of mystery and intrigue, that world 
of adventure —that world of senior high school. 
Slowly we edged into the building and gaped wide- 
eyed, struck dumb with incredulity, hardly believing 
we were here at last. 

Those first few weeks were confusing and we 
were in utter misery. Gradually the seniors discarded 
their air of supremacy and one by one spoke to us. 
Such endearing terms as “Frosh’, “Lunkhead” and 
“Idiot child” were heaven-sent messages to our eager 
ears. Soon after, we discovered at the frosh day and 
dance in our honour that the senior students, much 
to our disbelief, were actually human beings. 

We had a hand in electing Rod Tweddle

Keith Bredo and Ron Reimer also played 
roles in Westglen’s last year play. There were Judy 
Williams, Betty Lou Archibald, Sylvia Gerke, Bill 
Johnson, Bill Meloff, Lynn Robertson, Dianne 
Dickson, Sharon Marfleet, Pat Bredo and countless 
others who worked behind the scenes to help make 
the play successful. 

We returned the following fall as old “pros” at 
the game of high school and elected Eliot Phillipson 
President of the Students’ -Unien. Tracey McLaren 
“em-ceed” our first lit of the season which featured a 
skit entitled “The Lamp Went Out.” During our last 
year at Westglen, Joan Myers was crowned Queen 
of Hearts at the Sweetheart Ball. Our first dress-up 
day was a huge success as was the annual Career 
Day. Mr. Graham of the AMA gave a talk on safe- 
driving prior to a lit in January which featured the 
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Drama classes. A basketball game in February which 
saw Dennis Frazer as one of Westglen’s notorious boy 
cheerleaders was followed by a sock hop. 

“And the Night Shall be Filled with Music” last 
spring attested to the success of our Symphony 
Orchestra and the newly-organized Glee Club. 
Participating in a nation-wide Christmas broadcast 
the Glee Club was directed by Miss Parker while 
Mr. Newlove conducted the Orchestra. 

Sportswise, the girls shone by capturing the 
Senior Girls’ City Volleyball championship while the 
Juniors finished in second place. The Senior Girls’ 
basketball team finished in top spot that season but 
was eliminated in the finals. 

Last fall we returned as the hardened, 
experienced and wise individuals known as high 
school seniors. Joe Clarke was voted into office as 
President of the Students’ Union and we kicked off 
our final year at the new Ross Sheppard Composite 
High School. Although the building was incomplete 
and we had many a harrowing experience dodging 
the tourn-a-pull tractors on the martin lot, we soon 
settled to a life of hard work and unceasing toil. 
Naturally this didn’t last long and we were soon busy 
trying to find ways of amusing ourselves. 

Our first lit was presented in January with a skit 
on the Students’ Executive stealing the show. A dance 
at Christmas called “Mistletoe Madness” and a 
Valentine formal called “Swaying Silhouettes” were 
both tremendous successes. 

In the “spot light” Ross Sheppard made its debut 
as a strong contender in city-wide contests. The 
Senior Girls’ Basketball team copped the city title 
and the Hudson’s Bay Trophy while the Senior Boys 
won the CAPHER trophy. John Trout skipped the 
winning team of Bill Wilson, Bruce Walker and 
Doug Grant to win the Harold Kline Curling trophy 
during the Christmas holidays. The same team except 
for Trout who was replaced by Bob Bradburn won 
the Northern Alberta Zone finals in the Taylor and 
Pearson High School Bonspiel. 

In the extra-curricular panel department the 
Booster Club was formed early this semester. The 
Drama Club under the direction of Miss Mersereau 
was re-organized and a Political Science Club was 
formed later this year. The Orchestra and Glee Club 
both performed at the Jubilee Auditorium and joined 
forces in presenting a spring recital in May. 

We did many other things during our high school 
days which will remain etched forever in our minds. 
And as you will remember this day, this very moment, 
so do I wish that you will never forget your happiest 
hours and the memory of these past few years. 
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In March of this year, 1968, an important and 
secret meeting of the Revolutionaries who are trying 
to Ross Sheppardize the U.S.S.R. was held. A few 
reporters were smuggled into the Russian base of the 
organization to witness it.
